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The amendment filed 5/6/04 is acknowledged. Claims 21-38 are being considered on the 

merits. 

The application and claims should be reviewed for errors and conformity with domestic 
practice. 

As noted in the last Office action error occurs, for example, in the spelling of 
"Cyanophycae" and "Nostocacae". The proper spelling is "Cyanophyceae " and "Nostocaceae". 
In claim 25, "aesturaiF is misspelled. The correct term is "aestuarii". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 21-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 21 and 36 are inconsistent in the recitation of "fresh batch of raw brine" in claim 
21, item (iv) and "fresh batch of concentrated raw brine" in claim 36. 

Claim 36 is confusing in the recitation of "substantial" with respect to uptake and calcium 
and the amount of accumulated calcium. The intended meaning is unclear even when reading 
the claims in light of the specification. 

For proper antecedent basis, claim 26 should be amended to replace "used" with - 
cultured- as in step (i). 

In claim 27, the antecedent basis in claims 21 through 23 of "are isolated in pure form 
using a serial dilution method" is queried. Is this an additional step? At what point of the 
process is this step carried out? In claims 28 and 29, it is unclear whether or not isolated marine 
cyanobacteria are cultured. It is noted that in claim 23, all of "Oscillatoriaceae, Nostocacae and 
Chroococcaceae " are required. How are all three isolated "in pure form". 

The antecedent basis of "the concentrated brine" in claim 34 is queried. Is it step (ii) of 
claim 21? 

To better characterize the invention, it is recommended that language such as "for a time 
effective to remove calcium ions"; "at conditions effect to remove calcium ions", etc. as 
appropriate be added to the claims to further clarify the invention. 
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No claim is allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
